Offers Practical Suggestions for 
Raising Them 


W a shington, D. C., Sept. 9— The 
city or s u b u r b a n m a n who keeps pig- 
ons either for pleasure or as a source 
of some profit, will find much p ra c­ 
tical Information in tho new F a r m ­ 
er*’ Bulletin No. 684, Squb Raising, 
recently Issued by Hie poultry spec­ 
ialists of th e United State* Depart- 
m* tit of Agriculture. 
To tho city 
ow nor th" bullet in offer* practical 
suggestion* as to breeds, housing, 
car*.- and feeding of pigeon* to pro­ 
duce squabs for his own table or pos­ 
sible for sal*-. 
'i'll*- bulletin opens with a strong 
caution to Gioso t u c k i n g about rais­ 
ing pigeon* for profit not to expect 
th'-m to Ie- an automatic gold mine, 
As a result of Inquiries addressed to 
h u n d red s of commercial raisers of 
pigeons, th e department** inveetlga- 
tor finds that an annual profit of 
$1,50 for a pair of breeder* Is c o n ­ 
s id e r'd good. 
It is pointed out alco 
t h a t pigeons can not be left to t h e m ­ 
selves ii they ar*- to b* 
f profit, and 
t h a t profitable squab raising calls for 
good breedin g st*" k, special experi- 
ence, business ability, and a good, 
steady m arket. To quote the au th o r: 
th* re have been many failures in 
s quab plants, aa th*- profits in this 
business have frequently been greatly 
overestimated and Hi*- care of the
